Americans in this squadron have 


had remarkable success.

brought down four of his machines 
and, though not undamaged

lines. 


A successful attack was made by 


members of this squadron- not -long 
ago upon a troublesome enemy aero- 
drome which long had evaded discov- 
ery, so cleverly was it concealed in 
the grounds of a chateau. The chat- 
eau served as the headquarters of 
the officers ot the German squad- 
ron, and the hatfgars »ere hidden in 
the edge of the woods about 
the 


house. The American squadron Was 
acting as escort 
to the 
bombers 


charged with the destruction of the 
aerodTome. 


In a fleld about half a dozen en- 


emy airplanes were discovered,.most 
of them with their propellers' run- 
ning and preparing for flight. The 
American machines swoope/1 down 
within a hundred- feet of the ground 
and circled about the field, sweeping 
it with the fire from their machine- 
guns until all of the 
German ma- 


chines were blazing and the men at- 
tending them either shot or driven 
into the nearby wood. 


Meantime'bornbs had been dropped 


on all the hangars and on the chat- 
eau itself, which burnt like a torch 
and lighted the attackers on their 
return journey.
